A. along with a complete set of 
blue prints, a septic tank permit, a 
legal discription of the lot He 
should have a contractor in mind 
who will build his home and as- 
sist him in completing his applica- 
tion forms. He is also required to 
furnish proof that he has been 
turned down ‘by three lending in- 
stitutions for money at the rate of 
5% percent interest. In other 
words A veteran should make cer- 
tain that he is about ready to build, 
before making his application.

An opinion fom the State At- 
torney General has furnished a 
kinale to an argument between the 
County Commission and the. Coun- 
ty Registrar over hiring of person- 
nel for the latter's office. 

Several weeks ago, Registrar 
Dan Gorham informed the com- 
mission he was hiring a “field in- 
vestigator.” At the same time Gor- 
ham sought to have the investiga- 
tors job classification raised to al- 
low. a pay boost—a matter which 
he did not clear with the commis- 
sion. 

The commission, at that time 
gave strong indication it did not 
share Gorham's views on the mat- 
„ter and the county attorney was 
instructed to seek legal clarifica- 
tion of the matter from the State 
Attorney General. Gorham claim- 
ed when the commission approved 
his office budget, the board lost 
its voice in saying how the money 
should be spent, 

Phe Attorney General said, that 
the commission should not only be 
responsible for setting compensa- 
tion but should also have a voice 
in selection. of the employes.

Duck Rock is attictly! for 
birds. 

For here each year on a tiny 
three-acre island—15 miles south 
| 4 of Everglades- Gity on Florida's 
extreme south Gulf coast—white 
ibis, herons; egrets, and spoonbills 
gather by the tens of thousands. 

Duck Rock is a rookery — a 
breeding place for gregarious fowl. 
And every summer during June, 
July, August and September 
swarms of these shore birds sweep 
in for a stay at. their swampy 
lodge. They come in endless flocks, 
winging in to roost in the man- 
grove trees after feeding in the 
surrounding shallows. 

Fact is, tourists and visitors to 
Duck Rock — many of whom be- 
come enthusiastic bird wathers for 
the first time — are getting to, he 
about as dependable as the swal- 
‘lows. at Capistrano. 

So many -people are visiting the 
area, the National Aubudon So- 
ciety is sponsoring again this year 
its Duck Rock tours by boat to 
take sightseers, amateur photo- 
graphers, ornithologists, or the 
just plain curious over for a first- 
hand looksee. 

The entire Everglades region, 
with Duek Rock and a hundred oth- 
er fascinating spots for the trav- 
eler, is one of the areas recom-

Apart from these, short boat 


tours are offered into the Ever- 
glades National Park from Ever- 
glades City and Chokoloskee at 
frequent intervals daily. 

Actually, the Everglades — or 
Sea of Grass — is unlike any other 
area on earth, Everglades City 
near the intersection of highways 
41 and 29 is the Western Water 
Gateway to 2,100 square miles of 
the Park. 

In the Everglades is the south- 
ernmost point of the United States 
mainland. The Glades are the only 
subtropical area in the continent- 
al United States. 

Within the Glades are a vast 
labyrinth of waterways well-used 
by outboards and some cabin craft 
Here may be seen the unspoiled 
beauty of nature — fascinating 
animal and bird life, and for the 
angler some of the finest- sport 
fishing in America. 

Nearby are the Ten Thousand 
Islands. Island beaches are close 
at hand, offering superb swim- 
ming, surf fishing, and shelling. 

In the Everglades are the vill- 
ages of the Seminole Indians who 
played a colorful part in the his- 
tory of Florida and have retained 
many of their customs of a hund- 
red years ago. Air boat rides of- 
fer the unique experience of skim- 
ming over water only a few inches 
deep and reaching areas otherwise 
inaccessible. 

In the immediate area around 
the Glades there are many side 
trips to points of interest — all 
within a short drive. Sixteen miles 
west of U. S. 41 is Royal Palm 
Hammock and the beautiful Col- 
lier-Seminole State Park, whicb 
offers free camping facilities. 

On State Road 92 are the pict- 
uresque towns of Goodland and 
Marco, where fine accommodations 
are also available. North of Ever- 
glades City on State Road 29 is the 
town of Copeland. Starting at this 
village and driving west the visit- 
or finds a new scenic drive. Deer 
and many species of birds and wiid 
life may often be seen from the 
road. 

East of Everglades Cty is the 
Village of Ochopee, which claims 
the smallest post office in the Unit- 
ed States. The island town of Cho- 
koloskee (causeway joins it now.) 
is another favorite stopover. 

Between LaBelle and Ochopee is 
Immokalee, major processing and 
shipping point for vegetables. 

At the northern end of the 
Glades is Lake Okeechobee, with 
an area of 740 square miles, drain-

Huge levees and flood gates de- 
fine the lower shores of the Lake 
which is famous for its bass fish- 
ing. Once a portion of the lake 
bottom, thousands of acres of in- 
credibly rich muckland now bring 
multiple harvests of truck vege- 
tables in a year. 

Clewiston on U. S. 27 is on the 
south shore of the lake, marking 
the center of Florida’s sugar in- 
dustry. Free guided tours are of- 
fered. . 

Belle Glade, Pahokee, and Cana] 
Point — U. S. 4441 — are on the 
eastern shore of the Lake. A yacht 
basin is at Pahokee, serving boats 
crossing the state on the Intra- 
coastal Waterway. 

Highway 27 from Miami ends at 
Flamingo, a community within the 
area of the Everglades Natonal 
Park.
